REMARKS 

Claims 1-30 are currently pending. Claims 7-30 have been cancelled. 
The Examiner has identified in the application the following patentably distinct 
inventions: 

I. Claims 1-6, drawn to an engine control system, classified in class 290, subclass 
40R; 

II. Claims 7-14, drawn to combustion engine, classified in class 290, subclass 52; 

III. Claims 15-20, drawn to method of operating an engine, classified in class 322, 
subclass 17; 

IV. Claims 21-24, drawn to method of operating a power generation unit, classified in 
class 322, subclass 44; and 

V. Claims 25-30, drawn to power generation system, classified in class 290, subclass 
4R. 

The Examiner has required election of one of the inventions for prosecution. In response 
to the restriction requirement, Applicant elects to prosecute the claims of Group I (claims 1-6) 
and cancel the claims of Groups II-V (claims 7-30). Applicant reserves the right to file 
divisional applications directed to the non-elected claims at a later date. 



CONCLUSION 



Applicant hereby elects the invention of Group I (claims 1-6) for prosecution.
